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QUESTION: I am worried 
about my daughter. Her husband 
deserted her and their two small 
children. She can’t find a job and 
was evicted from her home. The 
family now shares my small 
apartment and widow’s pension. 
She needs welfare but is too proud 
to apply. What can I tell her? 

S. V., Sierra Madre 

ANSWER: Try helping her to 
accept her right to feed, clothe 
and house her children through 
public accistance by dispelling the 
myths which make woman on 
Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children programs feel disgraced. 
These myths are commonly ac¬ 
cepted: 

—Myth: women prefer welfare 
to work. 

Actually, welfare recipients in 
California stay on the program an 
average of 22 months. Over 89 
percent of the AFDC recipients 
are families headed by women 
who take employment as soon as 
it is available. 

—Myth: women on welfare 
have more children to increase 
their grants. 


The average size of families on 
welfare is declining. In California 
it averages 1.8 children. Given 
the costs of raising a child, no one 
would choose welfare as a route 
to economic security. 

—Myth: a woman can go out 
and earn a living easily. 

The working mother who is not 
highly skilled experiences con¬ 
stant economic stress. Under to¬ 
day’s irregular economy, jobs for 
women are most often low in pay 
and career potential. Women are 
less likely than men to be covered 
by minimum wage laws, unem¬ 
ployment protection, or union 
wage rates. 

—Myth: women and children 
live extremely well on AFDC. 

The grant approximates about 
60 percent of earnings of a mini¬ 
mum wage job and is consider¬ 
ably less than poverty incomes 
defined under government stan¬ 
dards. 

—Myth: it’s a woman’s fault if 
she is on welfare. 

Women turn to welfare most 
commonly when the father 
deserts the family. In California 
98 percent of women on AFDC 
receive no support from fathers of 
their children. 

Given the choice, women will 
work to support their children. 
Without that choice, AFDC pay¬ 
ments mean survival.

There are many successful 
Chicano men and women today 
who are the product of Lopez’s 
efforts. Lopez opened doors pre¬ 
viously closed to Chicanos. 

He came to San Jose from Den¬ 
ver in 1963 and established the 
Mexican - American Community 
Services Agency supported by a 
two-year grant from the Rosen¬ 
berg Foundation. 

He found a large group of Chi¬ 
canos touched by the fever of the 
Civil rights movement already 
under wav in black communities 
across the country. Lopez pro¬ 
vided the leadership and the guid¬ 
ance the Chicano group needed. 

One of Lopez’s first jobs was 
to establish a closer contact be¬ 
tween the Mexican - American 
community and various levels of 
government and schools. He 
brought to their attention areas 
where they had neglected this 
group. He was instrumental in 
making changes in the Depart¬ 
ment of Employment and the Post 


Office that resulted in better re¬ 
cruitment practices for Chicanos. 

Lopez was the firstto establish 
bilingual programs in schools here 
and to persuade, schools to offer 
classes in cultural awareness. 

Lopez’s greatest love and efforts 
were for the Chicano youth. He 
established the Mexican - Ameri¬ 
can Youth Organization. MAYO 
has been responsible for creating 
cultural pride among Chicano 
.youth and encouraging them to 
continue their education. 

Lopez succeeded in establishing 
communications among Chicano 
groups and leaders. He held week¬ 
ly forums to discuss issues of con¬ 
cern to the group. 

There are many Chicano lead¬ 
ers today who had their start in 
those mid-1960 meetings. Among 
them: A1 Garza, Joes Martinez, 
Jess Delgado. Nick Gonzalez. De¬ 
lia Alvarez, Jack Brito, Armando 
Sanchez, Paul Sanchez, Ernie 
Ernie MACSA is establishing a 
fund to assist the Lopez family. 
His hospitalization left the family 
in debt.
